We have received numerous 
requests for small easy to build 
motel plans. The one shown fits 
the requirements in many ways.

This attractive home is parti- 
cularly noteworthy because of its 
minimum size. In only 693 square 
feet, all the requirements of a 
much larger home are incorpo- 
rated.

The rea- 
son for this is the very compact 
arrangement of the rooms with 
every bit of space practical ly used 
and a minimum sized hall. This is 
an ideal rental type unit or even 
a duplex.

Inexpensive houses with min- 
imum floor space but ample area 
for comfortable living are now 
more in demand. Govt, credit re- 
strictions in most area; have lim- 
ited the size and cost of homes. As 
a result, smaller homes and those 
which can be easily built by am- 
ateur carpenters should be dis- 
cussed quite often in these columns. 
Pictured here is a small two bed- 
room home which has suprisingly 
large rooms and living space. Sim- 
plicity of design and economical 
materials are also stressed. 

The floor space in this home is 
704 square feet. The width, ex- 
clusive of the 10 or 12 feet of car- 
port, is 32 feet. The maximum 
depth is 22 feet. 

The rooms are conveniently ar- 
ranged, that is, the living room 
and main bedroom to the front, 
secondary bedroom, bath, kitchen- 
dining to rear. Comparatively 
speaking and considering the over- 
all size, the rooms are quite large. 
This is partially accomplished by 
eliminating ?ll wasteful hall space 
and consolidating the kitchen and 
the dining area. By so doing, the 
rooms are larger and ample closet, 
storage and linen space is pro- 
vided. 

KITCHEN 

The kitcnen is arranged for the 



best po sible convenience in work- 
ing space with the back door lo- 
cated so that traffic through does 
not interfere with the preparation 
of food. The dining area is cozy 
and the corner can be set up with 
a built-in nook with the two corner 
windows over it. 

The bath has extra linen storage 
space located in the form of a 
"pullman" counter built around 
the lavatory. The main linen closet 
and coat closet are in the hall. 
GENERAL NOTES 
The house is pictured on a con- 
crete slab but, of course, wood 



floor construction can be used in- 
stead. Being rectangular, the con- 
struction processes are considerably 
simplified. This is also true of the 
gable roof and the use of a nearly 
straight interior bearing wall. The 
car port can be omitted if so de- 
sired, although since it is a fairly 
inexpensive item, it should be re- 
tained as it adds much to the ap- 
pearance of width to the Jbouse 
and creates a distinctive anjJ- in- 
teresting break in the roof. Wood 
siding, rather than stucco, as is 
shown is the easiest for the ama- 
teur builder to apply. 

Particularity noteworthy is the 
economical arrangement of the 
plumbing.

This home can be classified as 
either a 3 bedroom or 2 bedroom 
and den. Note particularly the size 
of all the rooms. In spite of the 
wings projecting out at both the 
front and the rear the roof is very 
easy to frame and is the gable type. 
Sufficient siding is used on the 
front projection and in the gable 
ends to add warmth a change of 
texture to the exterior surfacing. 
The house is 1229 square feet in 
area. It is 43 feet wide and 35 
feet 6 inches deep. 

LIVING— DINING ROOM 

The dining area and the living 
room are combined to make one 
large room. The size is apparently 
much larger as a result of the 
combination. A large picture win- 
dow is attractive both from the 
exterior and interior of the room. 

KITCHEN 

The kitchen is quite large with 
ample work counter space and food 
preparation area. The inner wall 
of the kitchen is left open for table 
and chair space. To the rear is the 
service porch which is very large 
with ample laundry fixture space 
and working and storage area. 
BEDROOMS 

The bedrooms are all very large. 
Even the room marked Den is as 
large as the normal main bedroom 
in a 2 bedroom home. The front 
bedroom has a long sliding door 
wardrobe as does the left room. 



The Den has a french door open- 
ing onto the rear steps for passage- 
way to the rear patio or garden. 
The large linen closet is located 
in the bathroom and a coat-storage 
closet is placed in the hall. If a 
unit heater is being considered, the 
closet in the Den can be used as 
a heater room and be opened off 
the hall. 

GENERAL NOTES 

In an earlier column it was 
mentioned that any of these homes 
can be built by an amateur build- 
er. Many savings are available 
when this method is used. Labor 
costs are cut down since much of 
the labor is done by the owner. 
The Contractor's overhead fee and 
profit is eliminated also. How- 
ever, there are pitfalls which must 



be avoided or the savings will not 
materialize. You must be sure to 
carry the required fire and general 
insurance, pay and record the re- 
quired compensation for the gov 
ernment and state. The labor you 
hire directly must be covered by 
insurance also. 

Care must be exerted in ordering 
materials, also. You should have 
an accurate list of materials and 
the various sections of the build- 
ing should be listed separately. In 
this way you can order rough 
lumber, then frame, then roofing, 
then doors and frames and sash 
etc. as required. In this way you 
are safer from theft and weather 
damage. Other points for the 
owner-builder will be discussed as 
space allows.

The din- 
ing room is a separate room open 
ing off the living room. There are 
three large windows in this room 
still leaving ample wall space. The 
entrance to the basement, if it is 
built, is by way of what is known 
as the den closet. If the base 
ment is used, the heater which is 
shown in the living room would 
of course, be located in the base- 
ment. 

KITCHEN - SERVICE 

You will notice that the kitchen 
is quite large. Since a three bed 



room home ordinarily is a house 
for a large family, it is only proper 
to use a large kitchen. The counter 
arrangement and utility placement 
is one of the most convenience. One 
corner of the room is lert entirely 



open, which allows room for either 
a built-in nook or dining space. 
BEDROOMS 
There are actually three bed- 
rooms in this home, although the 
rear central room can be used as 
a den or a library. At the rear 
of this room french doors can be 
used along with the windows so 
that access can be provided for a 
rear private patio. All of the bed- 
rooms are quite large and each ha> 
a large walk-in closet.

Smaller homes which do not 
require financing are becoming 
more important. However, homes 
less than 700 square feet become 
almost too restricted in area to be 
of much use except as rentals. 
There are many fine small plans 
for one bedroom houses running 
aboul: 600 square feet in size. Two 
bedrooms in this small an area 
do not work out too well. The 
plan shown here is 704 square feet 
and is well arranged for the 
maximum in room sizes and con- 
venience and a minimum of waste 
space. This home is 32 feet wide 
and 22 feet deep. 

GENERAL NOTES 

In order to conserve usable 
floor space the hall is kept to a 
minimum and a dining room is 
entirely excluded. However, an 
open dining area is provided in the 
kitchen with corner windows 
giving better than normal light 
and ventilation. The rest of the 
kitchen is compactly arranged for 
the best possible working space. 

It is especially noteworthy that 
the plumbing fixtures are all, 
without exception, located on a 
common wall. This is a very 



economical arrangement since it 
eliminates some vents and de- 
creases the amount of galvanized 
pipe and also sewer pipe. It is 
suggested that for added conven- 
ience and to offset the lack of a 
service porch, a double kitchen 
sink be used which has one normal 
depth tray and one deeper tray 
for laundry. 

Each of the bedrooms is amply 
large for a home of this size. The 
larger or main bedroom at the 



front contains a walk-in closet of 
generous size. The closet in the 
rear bedroom is amply large for 
a second bedroom. In the hall, 
there is a coat and storage closet 
and a large linen closet. 

As explained above, the bath- 
room fixtures are specially placed 
for economy of construction. In 
spite of this, the bath is well ar- 
ranged and features a built-in 
"pullman" linen cabinet around 
the lavatory. It might also be 
noted that the water heater is 
elevated with storage space below. 
APPEARANCE 

In order to add as much as pos- 
sible to the exterior appearance 
an extended eave is placed over 
the front door and picture window. 
At each end, vertical posts are 
used decoratively. Wood siding is 
used as trim on the front and sides 
in order to avoid the too plain 
appearance of all stucco. Building 
is quite easy since the shape is 
rectangular and the roof is the 
gable type.

proof, easier to apply, and just as 
good in appearance.

In spite of much talk to the 
contrary, a flat roofed house ie 
seldom less expen ive than a con 
ventional roofed dwelling. In some 
cases, of course, there is less ex- 
pense such as the one shown here. 
It is assumed that omiting the 
rafters automatically cuts the co/t. 
However, it should be remembered 
that combining the rafters and tht 
ceiling joists means increasing the 
s'ze of these joists considerably. 
Gravel and hot tar roofing is also 
more expensive than regular com- 
position shingles. 

A3 previously mentioned, how- 
ever, this particular home is less 
costly. The reason is due to the 
fact that the house is only 26 feet 
wide and even this narrow width 
is shortened by a central bearing 
wall. As a result, the conbined 
rafters-ceiling joists are not 
heavier than normal ceiling joists 
would be. Therefore, nearly all 
the co t of rafters is eliminated. 

The depth of this unit, or as 
shown, the width, is 36 feet and 
the floor space is 881 square feet. 
LIVING ROOM 

With the exception of the one 
wall between the rooms, the living 
room, dining, and kitchen are all 
one long room. The one wall is 
really a necessary break and should 
be retained. These rooms are all 
large and well lighted and venti- 
lated, with easy access between 
the areas. A large french door 
leads out of the dining room into 
the patio area. Thi; dining room 
and kitchen combination makes a 
real farm kitchen out of these 
areas. There is ample counter space 
and the connecting bar is a very 



fine feature, which acts as a serv- 
ng table or an informal eating 
counter. 

The service porch is located con- 
veniently for use as a laundry 
room. The broom closet is actually 
in the kitchen, however, and placed 
next to it is a built-in cooler for 
food storage. 

BEDROOM 

The bedrooms are to the rear, 
or the right, depending on the way 
in which the house k placed on the 
lot. Each of the bedrooms is large 
enough to be in proper proportion 
with the size of the building. The 
main bedroom contains a large 
wardrobe and the secondary bed- 
room has a large walk- in closet 
with more than normal storage 
space. 

The bath contains a built-in 
linen cabinet around the lavatory. 
The tub is the recessed type with 



the best possible location for hang- 
ing glass sliding shower doors. 
GENERAL NOTES 

Simplicity of construction is the 
keynote in this dwelling. The flat 
roof is designed for the maximum 
ease of erection. The central wall 
is elevated at the plate line 6 
inchs higher than the outer wall 
and on this high wall the joists 
are rested. This central wall being 
higher permits a slight slope for 
the joists allowing a required drain 
pitch. 

The balance of the dwelling is 
basically similar to the normal 
building construction and, of 
course, is just as easy to erect. 
The outside wall finish is shown 
as siding, although stucco can be 
u:ed. The roof is nearly flat and 
therefore must be of the bonded 
type with a gravel or crushed rock 
surface. 

The picture shows the building 
as being built on a concrete slab, 
however, details for wood floor 
type construction are also included 
on the blueprints.

If you are looking for a good 
all around house plan this one 
should be especially noted. Com- 
pactly designed, it offers economy 
of construction and a great deal 
of general convenience. Its width 
is 36 feet and depth is 28 feet. 
Overall square footage not in- 
cluding the patio or porch is 870. 

LIVING ROOM - DINING ROOM 

A separate entry hall provides 
privacy to the front door and the 
entry hall has a coat closet. The 
living-dining room is combined in 
the one large room 20 feet long 
and 14 feet 6 inches wide. French 
windows at the front and the side 
make for a feeling of outdoor 
living. The patio can either be 
roofed over or left open However, 
roofing it over when being origi- 
nally built would leave little to 
do to enclose this area at the back 
and make a large den. The fire- 
place is centrally located and a 
Bar-B-Q can be built at the back 
facing the patio and close to the 
kitchen door for service purposes. 

KITCHEN 

A complete corner of the 
kitchen has been set aside for use 
as a breakfast nook with corner 
windows giving plenty of light 
for this area. The nook opening 
fully into the rest of the kitchen 
makes the room seem bigger and 
more open. The range and the 
refrigerator along one wall and 



the counter along the other makes 
a pullman arrangement of the 
fixtures. The counter top and the 
floor can be finished to suit the 
desires of the builder. The service 
area is an enclosed section at the 
rear of the kitchen. It is quite 
compact but since it opens directly 
onto the main room there is little 
use in wasting any unnecessary 
space.

BEDROOMS 

A door from the hall into the 
patio can be installed quite simply 
in which case it is logical to place 
the larger bedroom at the rear.

By combining some rustic de- 
sign methods with conventional 
exterior finishes we have arrived 
at a very interesting and stylish 
small home. The "clipped" roof 
breaks up the straight lines and 
the diagonally paned front picture 
window adds considerably to the 
looks. What could be a very boxy 
and ordinary house looks much 
more expensive and has a very dis- 
tinctive quality. This is made even 
more so by the addition of the 
garage. This adds an effect of 
considerably greater size. 

The footage of this home is 
only 810 square feet. The width 
is 30 feet and the depth is 27 feet 
plus the 18 feet of garage if at- 
tached. However, even with this 
minimum area it contains large 
well arranged rooms throughout. 
LIVING-DINING 

Since the size prohibits a sepa- 
rate dining room it has seemed 
best to combine the living room 
and a dining space. In this way 
both areas seem considerably larg- 
er without actually interfering 
with each other. A fireplace is in- 
cluded in the living room. It again 
is a feature that adds much to the 
livability and possible saleability 
of the home. 

KITCHEN 

The kitchen and service area 
are combined. However, the ser- 
vice fixtures are so placed as to 
be entirely clear of traffic through 
the kitchen and yet easily acces- 



sible to the back door. Ample 
counters and cabinets are shown 
but these are not excessive so as 
to be out of line in cost with the 
general size of the building. 
BATHROOM 
A minimum bathroom is used 
with the shower over the tub. To 
add color and class to the bath- 
room a glass shower door can be 
used along one edge of the tub. 
The hall contains a linen and a 
coat clo. et and each of the bed- 
rooms has its own closet. The 
heater is centrally located for the 
best possible distribution of heat 



to all sections of the house. 
BEDROOMS 

Both bedrooms are quite large 
considering the small overall size. 
Added wall space for furniture is. 
obtained in the rear bedroom by 
using high windows.

In answer to a request for more 
three and four bedroom homes we 
are featuring this three bedroom 
house as being one of the most 
compact and yet spaciously livable 
of any we have recently seen. The 
exterior design is conservatively 
modern with a nice balance of text- 
ures produced by the excellent com- 
bination of wood siding and stucco 
with the decorative trellis and shut- 
ters and brick veneer adding the 
necessary touch of color. 

LIVING— DINING ROOM 

The front portion of the dwell- 
ing is a combination living and din- 
ing room. However, the dining 
room is nearly a separate room in- 
asmuch as it is an actual alcove off 
the larger room. The ceiling line is 
continuous and level and makes the 
appearance of a larger single room. 
The fireplace, centrally located on 
the inner wall, is faced by the very 
large triple picture window. 
KITCHEN 

A sliding door separates the din- 
ing room and the kitchen. The kit- 
chen particularly features a counter 
space placed conveniently at the 
side of both the range and the re- 
frigerator. There is also provided 
an open space for either a table 
or a built-in nook. Between the kit- 
chen and bath is the large well ar- 
ranged service porch, acting as a 
hall to the bedroom area. Notice the 
large number of closets on the in- 
ner wall of the hall. 

The bathroom features a tub- 
shower placed away from under the 
window and a built-in pullman type 
counter around the lavatory. 
BEDROOMS 

The main bedroom is placed at 



the rear so as to be away from the 
noisier section of the home. It fea- 
tures a large sliding door type ward- 
robe. The center bedroom is the 
smaller of the rooms and would act 
as a nursury or a den. The front 
room is the second bedroom and 
contains a large closet. 

The heater for this dwelling is 
located as centrally as possible for 
the most efficient heating of the en- 
tire unit, however, if desired, a unit 
type forced air heater may be in- 
stalled in one of the hall closets. 

The most amazing feature of this 



home is the fact that in spite of the 
generous room sizes and the large 
amount of closet space there is only 
1025 square feet in the entire house. 
Even the outside dimensions are 
small enough so that this building 
may be placed on a lot as narrow as 
50 feet. The depth of this house 
is 35 feet and the width is 37 feet. 

GENERAL BUILDING NOTES 

Many money saving items can 
and should be included in the con- 
struction of a home this size. These 
items need not detract from the 
value of the building however. We 
might suggest the use of 210 lb. 
square-butt composition shingles in 
place of the wood shingles. They are 
less expensive, more fireproof, eas- 
ier to apply by the amateur and just 
as good in appearance. Exterior sid- 
ing might be suggested overall in- 
stead of stucco since an owner 
builder can apply siding where he 
cannot ordinarily apply stucco. For 
the same reason sheetrock can be 
used on the interior walls instead 
of plaster. Metal tile in place of 
ceramic is becoming well accepted 
and is very satisfactory. As space 
permits in future columns other 
types of materials will be discussed.

It has been some time since a 
home of modern - colonial design 
has been featured. Therefore, this 
type of house is discussed this week. 
Although colonial in decorative 
scheme its floor plan contains many 
of the more recent features. The 
floor area of the house is only 750 
square feet. 

LIVING ROOM 

The rooms are proportionately 
large and there is more than 
enough window area. Considering 
the minimum size of the building 
there is ample closet space. The 
French doors can be omitted be- 
tween the living and dining rooms 
and thus give an appearance of 
greater size in both rooms. 
KITCHEN — SERVICE 

This most compact unit is design- 
ed for convenience and arranged 
with simplicity in order to facili- 
tate the preparation and serving 
of meals. A sliding door can be 
placed between the kitchen and the 
dining room so that there is no 
door-swing problem. Notice that 
all the plumbing is along the left 
wall and not strung out through 
the building. 

BEDROOMS 

The bedroom area is quite com- 
pact and a minimum of hallway is 
used to connect the rooms. In 
this hall there is a large linen clo- 
set. Large sliding door wardrobe 
is an important item for the bed- 
room. If another bedroom is de- 
sired it can be added directly back 
of the. present bedroom by cutting 
a doorway at the end of the hall 
and moving the linen closet next 



to the wardrobe. Here the window 
would be made into a door so that 
each bedroom would have a closet. 
APPEARANCE 

This small home has been de- 
signed in a clear straight-forward 
manner. Its very simplicity is a 
desirable feature.

From floor to roof, in arrange- 
ment and appearance, this is a 
typical western ranch house. It is 
low to the ground and, being 1175 
square feet in area, is considerably 
spread out. An impression of great- 
er size is obtained from the exterior 
er size is obtained from the ex- 
terior. The actual overall out u!< 
dimensions are 50 feet wide by 
36 feet 6 inches deep plus the 
front porch of 6 feet 6 inches. 

Although its styling is ranch 
house of the past, the floor plan 
is quite up to date in arrangement 
Each room has some special feature 
that helps make this home more 
livable. The bedrooms, living 
room, dining room and kitchen all 
have exposed beams. The rustic 
beam arrangement is well in keep- 
ing with the ranch style. 

LIVING— DINING ROOM 

These two rooms, being practi- 
cally one room, probably do more 
than any other single item toward 
making the exterior size of the 
home apparently quite spacious 
Actually there is a division of the 
rooms made by the entry area. 
However, although a separate 
entry hall of a sort is gained, there 
is no loss of the appearance of 
openeys and greater size. The fire- 
place on the front wall, with brick 
veneer around it, faces the large 
expanse of glass and two pairs of 
sliding doors at the rear of the 
living room and is visible on the 
covered patio-terrace beyond the 
glass. Roth rooms, especially with 



attached covered patio, are amply 
large for comfortable living and 
entertaining. 

KITCHEN — SERVICE 

No actual wall separates the 
kitchen from the dining area. In- 
stead a breakfast bar is used. Thi : 
gives the necessary separation as 
well as providing a very convenient 
informal dining counter. The kit- 
chen features a corner sink and 
ledge arrangement. Like the di- 
ning room, the walls can be knotty 
pine to cabinet height with sheet- 
rock above, enameled, to the ex- 
posed beams. Directly off the 
kitchen is a true service porch. It 
is screened in, rather than closed 
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in. There is ample pantry space 
and utility space as well as room 
for a table and chairs. 

BEDROOMS 

The bedrooms are both quite 
large. Each bedroom features an 
extra large wardrobe. The rear 
bedroom would be the main room 
in this plan since it is the larger 
and is more private. There is also 
a separate patio door. The hall has 
a large linen closet and coat closet. 
The bath features a "pullman" 
cabinet around the lavatory and a 
recessed tub and toilet.

In spite of its appearance of 
large size, this home is less than 
1000 square feet in area, being ac- 
tually only 794. It has been especi- 
ally designed for a narrow lot. 
However, its narrowness does not 
detract from the appearance. In 
order to avoid plainness on the 
front side, the third bedroom is 
projected forward out of line with 
the living room. An interesting 
arrangement of the wood siding 
combined with the stucco makes 
for a very fine appearance. The 
width of the building is 27 feet 
6 inches and the depth is 43 feet. 
LIVING ROOM 

Wall space is an important fac- 
tor in the living room and this 
home has ample wall space for 
furniture. Allowing for furniture, 
there are also plenty of large win- 
dows furnished. The front win- 
dow is a large picture fixed-win- 
dow which supplies a large amount 
of light for this room. The heater 
is centrally located so that it can 
best heat all the portions of the 
house. 

KITCHEN - DINETTE 

Dining space is incorporated in 
the kitchen in this home. Space 
and size prohibits a separate dining 
room. However, the combined kit- 
chen-dining arrangement is be- 
coming increasingly more popular. 
It certainly makes it easier for 
the housewife to serve the meals 
and clean up afterwards. And 
since more meals are informal 
than otherwise it is simpler by 
far to eat meals where they are 
prepared — in the kitchen. Another 
important item is the fact that a 
space provided for dining in the 



kitchen automatically makes the 
kitchen larger, thus allowing play 
space for children where they can 
be easily watched. 

The service area is hidden when 
not in use behind the pair of doors 
in the service closet. The water 
heater is elevated over a space for 
the washing machine. Notice also 
that the plumbing is well grouped. 

BEDROOMS 

Three bedrooms are now be- 
coming almost a "must" in present 
day building. But being able to 
afford three bedrooms makes them 
normally short on the market. In 



this home, a compact room ar- 
rangement allows three bedrooms 
to be built in the space ordinarily 
required for two bedrooms. As a 
result, three bedrooms are no" too 
much more expensive than a two 
bedroom home of the same floor 
spa:e. 

The rear room, being the 
largest, is the main sleeping room. 
It is also located well away from 
the noiser portions of the home 
and is nearer the bath. The room 
in the center is the smallest and 
would be best for the small child 
or children since it is near the rear 
parents' room. The front room 
with the large picture window 
can either be a den or a bedroom.
